Boxes nnd Parking Spaces to Be Filled
With Members of Smart Set From
Various Cities on Mondny.

Society Is looking forward to Its first Im-

portant event In the opening of the 20th unntiAt
exhibition of the Bryn Mawr Horao Show As-

sociation, which marks the autumnal social
season for Philadelphia. The event will begin
on the Poto Grounds nt Bryn Mawr on Mondny
and will continue through the week.
